were in session during the greater part of the day. 


The first matter discussed was that of the County exhibit at 
Toronto Exihibition. F.C. Patterson, Agricultural Representative 
acquainted the Coinmittee with his plans for the exhibit, and he 
was given authority to go ahead and work out his plans. 


The County Agricultural Development programme worked out 
by Mr. Patterson and which is part of an Ontario development 
scheme was gone over in detail. ‘I'he programme is based on an 
analysis of the Agriculttural conditions of the County and is intend- 
ed to work along the lines of solving the immediate needs of the 
County, and build for the future more staple Agricultural conditions. 


It is impossible in this report to go into details of the pro- 
gramme It covers the field of soil improvement, field crops, apples, 
vegetables and canning crops, small fruits, tobacco, reforestation, 
dairying, poultry, live stock, junior work and publicity. 


Your Agricultural Committee very heartily endorse the pro- 


programme as outlined by the Agricultural Representative and be- 


lieve he should have the support of every member of the County 
Council. We would suggest that if possible, Mr. Patterson supply 
each member of the County Council with a synopsis of the County 
programme. In fact it might be good business to have it printed 
in circular form and supplied to all the farmers of the County. 


A Committee of the Norfolk Agricultural Society met your 
Committee in joint session with the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee. It was pointed out that the Norfolk Agricultural Society 
was one of the oldest Agricultural Organizations in the County, and 
that in the past it has perfomed good service along educational and 
publicity lines. If it is to continue as a model County and maintain 
it’s educational feature, it must have some financial assistance. 
Your Committee feel that some form of assistance should be ren- 
dered the Norfolk Agricultural Society.

A By-Law to provide for borrowing $40,900.00 upon de- 
bentures to pay for the County’s share of the expenditure for 
construction on the Provincial Highways within the County 
of Norfolk for 1928. 


WHEREAS the expenditure for construction on Provin- 
cial Highways within the County of Norfolk for the year 
1928 was $204,853,68 and the share of the cost of such con- 
struction apportioned to the said County of Norfolk for the 
said year 1928 amounts to $40,970,73. 


AND WHEREAS under Revised Statutes of Ontario 
1927 “The Highway Improvement Act,” chapter 54, section 
65, and sub-sections, the County Council is empowered to 
pass By-Laws to issue and sell debentures for amount estim- 
ated sufficient to pay the share of construction of Provincial 
Highways apportioned to said County. 


AND WHEREAS for the purpose of paying the sum of 
$40,970.73 so apportioned to the County of Norfolk, for con- 
struction on Provincial Highways within the County, it is. 
necessary to borrow $40,900.00 on the credit of the Corpor- 
ation and to issue and sell debentures therefor, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of five per cent. per annum which is the 
amount of the debt intended to be created by this By-Law. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the principal 
of the said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period of 
fifteen years of such amounts respectively that the aggregate 
amount payable for principal and interest in any year, shall 
be as nearly as may be to the amount so payable for principal 
and interest in each of the other years. 
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AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually 
the sum of $3940.38 during the period of fifteen years to pay 
the said yearly sums of principal and interest as they may 
become due. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable pro- 
perty of the Municipality, according to the last revised assess- 
ment rolls of the local Municipalities of which the County is 
composed is Twenty-seven Million, Nine Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($27,900,000). 


AND WHEREAS the present amount of debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is the sum of $557,788.26 and no prin- 
cipal or interest in respect thereof is in arrears. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the debenture debt of 
the said County, including the amount to be provided by this 
By-Law is less than five per cent of the equalized assess- 
ment of said County. 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable that a By-Law shall be 
passed for the purposes aforesaid. 
THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE 
COUNTY OF NORFOLK ENACTS as follows: 


1. THAT for the purposes aforesaid there shall be 
borrowed on the credit of the said Corporation the sum of 
Forty Thousand Nine Hundred Dollars $40,900.00) and de- 
bentures shall be issued therefor in the sums of not less than 
$100.00 each bearing interest at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum and having coupons attached there to for the pay- 
ment of the interest. | 


2. THAT the debentures shall all bear the same date 
and shall be issued within three months after the date on 
which the By-Law is passed and may bear any date within 
such three months and shall be paid in annual instalments 
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during the fifteen years next after the time when the same 
are issued, and the respective amounts for principal and in- 
terest payable in each year shall be as follows:

1929, 


(3) The said monies shall be expended under the direc- 
tion of the duly appointed County Road Superintendent. 


(4) All work on which the said monies shall be expend- 
ed shall be performed in accordance with the last revised reg- 
ulations respecting Highways issued by the Department of 
Public Highways of Ontario. 


(5) The Clerk shall transmit two certified copies of this 
By-Law to the Deputy Minister, Department of Public High- 
ways of Ontario within thirty days after the passing thereof.

A By-Law to determine and fix the distance from the 
centre line of County Roads on the County Road System in 
the County of Norfolk, within which the owner of any lands 
adjacent to any such highway, shall not plant or cause to be 
planted any tree, shrub, bush or hedge or erect or cause to be 
erected any fence, sign-board, building or other structure 
which may cause the drifting or accumulation of snow or 
which may injuriously affect the road bed of the highway or 
dangerously obstruct the vision of drivers of vehicles or 
pedestrians thereon. 


WHEREAS it is expedient and necessary, under the pro- 
visions of the Highway Improvement Act, Revised Statutes 
of Ontario, 1927, Chapter 54, Section 85 and sub-section 5, 
to pass a By-Law to determine and fix the distance from the 
centre line of County Roads on the County Road System in 
the County of Norfolk, within which the owner of any lands 
adjacent to any highway on said County Road System, shall 
not plant,or cause to be planted any tree, shrub, bush or hedge 
or erect or cause to be erected any fence, signboard, build- 
ing or other structure which may cause the drifting or ac- 
cumulation of snow or which may injuriously affect the road 
bed of the highway or dangerously obstruct the vision of 
drivers of vehicles or pedestrians thereon. 


1. BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED that. from and 
after the passing of this By-Law, it shall not be lawful for 
any owner or owners, of any lands adjacent to any highway 
on the County Road System in the County of Norfolk, to 
plant or cause to be planted any tree, shrub, bush or hedge, 
or to erect or cause to be erected any fence, signboard, build- 
ing or other structure within fifty-three feet from the centre 
line of said highway on said County Road System or within 
one hundred feet from the centre line of any intersection of 
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roads on Said County Road System which may cause the 
drifting or accumulation of snow or which may injuriously 
affect the road bed of the highway or dangerously obstruct 
the vision of drivers of vehicles thereon. 5 


2. For every breach of offence against the provisions of 
this By-Law every person who so offends shall, in addition 
and without prejudice to the civil remedies of the persons 
concerned under the provisions of this By-Law be liable to a 
penalty or fine of not more than $50.00 per day for each and 
every day in which the offence is committed or exists and 
continues, and costs, recoverable under the Ontario Summary 
Conviction Act, before a Magistrate or Police Magistrate 
having jurisdiction. 


The provisions and proceedings set forth in the Ontario 
Summary Convictions Act with respect to the proper proce- 
dure to be taken upon any complaint or Complaints, charge 
or charges made against any person or persons upon Summary 
Conviction may be had and taken as aforesaid against any 
person or persons for any breach or breaches of this By-Law 
and of its terms and the proceedings of the Ontario Summary 
Convictions Act are hereby declared applicable hereto and 
are hereby adopted for the purpose of the enforcement of 
the provisions of this By-Law as aforesaid. Ae. 

This By-Law shall not apply to County Roads in Towns 


and Villages or suburban areas within the County and no- 


prosecution before a Magistrate or Police Magistrate under 
this By-Law shall be instituted without the consent of the 
County Road Superintendent of said County.

A By-Law of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk 
for licensing, regulating and governing Auctioneers, Haw- 
kers, Pedlars and Petty Chapman and others carrying on 
petty trades. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that By-Law No. 443 of the 
Corporation of the County of Norfolk and all amendments 
thereto be repealed and a new By-Law passed in the place 
and stead thereof. 


1. BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Council of 
the Corporation of the County of Norfolk in Council assembl- 
ed that By-Law No. 443 and all amendments thereto are 
heereby repealed. 


2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED by the authority afore- 
said that it shall not be lawful for any person to sell or put 
up for sale by public auction within the County of Norfolk, 
any goods, wares merchandise or effects without first tak- . 
ing out a license for so doing in the manner hereinafter pro- 


vided. 


(a) IT SHALL NOT BE LAWFUL for any licensed 
auctioneer to put up for sale, or sell by public auction any 
goods, wares, merchandise or effects, within the County of 
Norfolk, without first producing his license issued under 
this By-Law, if required to do so by any ratepayer of the 
said County. 


(b) This By-Law shall not apply to a Sheriff or Bailiff 
offering for sale goods or chattels seized under an execution 
or distraint for rent. 


BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that it shall not be law- 
ful for any hawkers, pedlars or petty chapmen, and other 
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persons carrying on petty trades, or who go from place to 
place or to other men’s houses, on foot or with any animal, 
vehicle, boat vessel or other craft, bearing or drawing goods, 
wares or merchandise for sale, or otherwise carrying goods, 
wares or merchandise for sale or who go from place to place 
or to other men’s houses to take orders for coal oil or other 
oil which is to be delivered afterwards from a tank car 
moved on a Railway Line or who go from place to place or 
to a particular place to make sales or deliveries of coal oil 
or other oil from such tank car without first obtaining a 
License for so doing in the manner hereinafter provided. 


(a) Provided always that no such license shall be re- 
quired for hawking, peddling or selling goods, wares or 
merchandise to a retail dealer or for hawking, peddling or 
selling goods, wares or merchandise, the growth, produce or 
manufacture of Ontario not being liquors within the meaning 
of The Liquor Control Act, if the same are hawked, or ped- 
dled by the manufacturer or producer of them or by his 


bona fide servants or employees having written authority to” 


do so. 


(b) Such servant or employee shall exhibit his author- 
ity when required so to do by any Municipal or Peacy 
Officer. 


(c) In a prosecution for a breach of this By-Law the 
onus of proving that he does not for either of the reasons 
mentioned in clause 2 (a) require to be licensed shall be upon 


the person charged. 


(d) Hawkers in this paragraph shall include agents 
for persons not resident within the County, who sell or offer 
for sale tea, coffee, spices, baking powder, dry goods, watch- 
es, plated ware, silver ware, furniture, carpets, upholstery, 
millinery, coal oil, tinware, carpet sweepers, and electrical 
appliances, or jewellery, spectacles or eye glasses, or who 
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carry and expose samples or patterns of any such article, 
which is to be afterwards delivered within the County to a 
person not being a wholesale or retail dealer in such article. 


(e) The Licensee shall at all times whilst carrying on 
his business have his license with him and shall upon demand 
exhibit it to any Municipal or Peace officer, and if he fails 
to do so shall, unless the same is accounted for satisfactorily. 
incur a penalty of not less than $1.00 or more than $5.00. 


(f{) If a Peace officer demands the production of a 
license by any person to whom the By-Law applies and the 
demand is not complied with, it shall be the duty of the 
Peace Officer, and he shall have power to arrest such person 
without a warrant and to take him before the nearest Justice 
of the Peace or Police Magistrate, there to be dealt with, 
according to law. 


4 The County Clerk shall cause to be prepared a suf- 
ficient supply of licenses under this By-Law in a form to be 
approved by the Warden, such license to be signed by the 
County Clerk issuing the same and shall be sealed with the 
Corporate seal of the County of Norfolk, and shall be in force 
from the date thereof up ‘to and inclusive of the Thirtieth 
day of June or the Thirty-first day of December next there- 
after and the clerk shall issue one if such licenses to any 
person applying therefor, whose respectability is vouched 
for by at least two rate payers of the County, upon receipt 
of the fees hereinafter mentioned which fees shall be re- 
ceived by the clerk and shall be accounted for and paid over 
by him to the County Treasurer. 


5. The Fees to be paid for licenses shall be as follows: 


(a) For an Auctioneer’s license for a period exceeding 
six months, the sum of Fifteen Dollars, $15.00. 


(b) For an Auctioneer’s license for a period of Six 
Months or less the sum of Ten Dollars, $10.00. 
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(c) For a Hawker’s or Pedlar’s license for a period of 
one year or less, if the applicant is and has been a resident 
of the County for at least three months previous to his 
application for license and is assessed for a business tax, the 
sum of $25.00 for a Motor vehicle or two horse wagon. 
$15.00 for a one horse wagon and $5.00 for carrying a pack. 


(d) For a person resident within the County and is not 
assessed for a business tax the fees for such license shall be 
$75.00 for a motor vehicle or two horse wagon, $50.00 for a 
one horse wagon and $25.00 for carrying a pack. 


(e) For a non-resident the fee for such license shall be 
$150.00 for a motor vehicle or two horse wagon, $100.00 for a 
one horse wagon and $25.00 for carrying a pack. 


6. That a fee of one dollar is to be paid to the clerk 
of the Municipality issuing the license under this By-Law, 
to be paid by the applicant except free licenses ordered by 
the Council. 


7. The County Council may by resolution passed, after 
due notice, at any Regular session, direct that the clerk issu- 
ing such Hawker’s or pedlar’s license should grant a rebate 
of such sum as the Council directs, to any applicant who is 
a bona fide resident in the County of Norfolk. 


8. For every breach of or offence against the provis- 


ions of this By-Law, every person who so offends shall, in 
addition to any penalty provided by Statute, be liable to a 
penalty or fine of not more than $25.00 nor less than $10.00, 
and costs recoverable under the Ontario Summary Convic- 
tions Act, before a Justice of the Peace or Police Magis- 
trate having jurisdiction, such fine to be paid, one half there- 
of to the informer and the other half to the County Treasur- 
er to the use of the County. 
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9. The Provisions and Proceedings set forth in the 
Ontario Summary Convictions Act with respect to the proper 
procedure to be taken upon any complaint, charge or charges 
made against any person or persons upon Summary Convic- 
tion, may be had and taken as aforesaid against any person 
or persons for any breach or breaches of this By-Law and 
of its terms and the proceedings of the Ontario Summary 
Convictions Act are hereby declared applicable hereto and 
are hereby adopted for the purpose of the enforcement of 
the provisions of this By-Law as aforesaid. 


10. This By-Law shall come into force and take effect 
immediately after the passing thereof.

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BY-LAW NO. 615 


Form of By-Law granting the right to use the highways 
in a Township under Sec. 67 of “The Ontario Telephone Act, 
1918,” as approved by the Ontario Railway and Municipal 
Board. 


By-Law No. 615 of the Municipal Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk to authorize the Langton Telephone Com- 
pany, Limited, to erect and maintain poles, wires or cables up- 
on the highways in the said County. 


WHEREAS, The Langton Telephone Company, Limited, 
has requested the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of highways in the said County of Norfolk, and it is deemed 
expedient to grant the request of the said Company subject 
to the Approval of The Ontario Railway and Municipal Board 
first being had thereto. 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipality of 
the Corporation of the County of Norfolk, and it is hereby 
enacted as follows, that is to say: 


1. That the Langton Telephone Company, Limited, be 
and is hereby authorized and empowered to construct tele- 
phone lines and to erect the necessary poles and wires for 
the same and to maintain and keep up the same upon the fol- 
lowing highways of the said County of Norfolk, and to use 
said enumerated highways of the said County of Norfolk for 
placing in, upon, over or under the same, the poles, cables, 
ducts and wires necessary for the purpose of its business 
(vis:) County Road No. 8 and 7. 


2. That the construction of the said telephone lines, and 
the erection of the said poles and wires shall be carried out 
in accordance with the specifications prescribed by the On- 
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tario Railway and Municipal Board and under the super- 
vision of the Council of the Corporation of the County of Nor- 
folk or its Commissioner appointed for that purpose, and a 
plan showing the location of the said line or lines shall be 
filed in the office of the Municipal Clerk of the said County 
before the said lines shall be constructed. 


3. That the said telephone lines, poles, wires, or cables 
shall be erected so as not to interfere with the lines, poles and 
works of any other telephone or telegraph company at pre- 
sent constructed upon any such highway. 


4. That the said telephone lines, poles, wires or cables 
shall be so constructed, erected and maintained as shall not 
interfere with the public right of travelling on or using high- 
ways, roads, streets, bridges, waters or water courses. 


5. That the said Langton Telephone Company, Limited, 
shall indemnify the Corporation of the County of Norfolk 
against any actions or claims for damages which may be 
brought against the said Corporation for or by reason of the 
construction, operation and maintenance of the said works. 


6. This By-Law is subject to the approval of the On- 
tario Railway Board first being had and obtained thereto.

A By-Law to provide ways and means for carrying on the 
Public Service for the current year. 


WHEREAS it is necessary to provide ways and means 


to carry on the Public Service of the County of Norfolk for 
the year 1929. 


AND WHEREAS it appears that there will be required 
for General Purposes the sum of One Hundred and Eleven 
Thousand, Six Hundred Dollars ($111,600): For payment on 
Provincial Highways and to Urban Municipalities under the 
Highway Improvement Act and for retiring debentures char- 
ged to the County Road System the sum of $69,750: For Con- 
struction and Maintenance on County Roads the sum of $139,- 
500,; For Maintenance of County pupils at High Schools the 
sum of $13,468.38 and for Public School equipment the sum 
of $1108.44, the last mentioned sum to be raised from the pro- 
perty not included in the Town of Simcoe. 


BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal
